G O V E R N O R Q U IT S UNDER FIR E 


Herbert Jam es Hagerman, the governor of 
New Mexico, who has resigned his cilice while 
under investigation by the legislature concerning 
his part in alleged extensive land frauds, is only 
34 years old and one of the youngest governors in 
the country. 
The charge is that the governor, without the 
knowledge and consent of the commissioner of 
public lands, delivered to tho Pennsylvania De* 
veiopmont company a deed for 7,000 acres of tim­ 
ber land; that he took the seal of the commis­ 
sioner and unlawfully affixed it to the deed, that 
tho land is worth from $25 to $100 an acre, but 
was sold at only three dollars an acre, that the 
federal law at the time forbade the selling oi 
more than 160 acres to any one purchaser, and 
that therefore tho territorial institutions to which 
these lands belonged were defrauded. 
Kx(>ov. Hagerman is a product of the west. 
Born in Milwaukee, he 
spent his boyhood in Colorado and his youth in New Mexico. 
Hagerman was appointed in I id*7 by President M cKinley second secre­ 
tary of the Baited States embassy in Russia. 
E. A. Hitchcock, now secre­ 
tary of the interior, was then ambassador at St. Petersburg. 
It was largely 
due to his good work as secretary of the embassy, both under Mr. Hitchcock 
and later under Charlemagne Tower, that his appointment as governor was 
secured. 
Mr. Hitchcock urged the appointment upon President Roosevelt. 
Following as it did close upon that of another young man to a sim ilar posi­ 
tion. the inference was drawn that Mr. Hagerman secured his place through 
a former connection with the rough riders, as did the governor of Oklahoma, 
but this is a mistake.

Indianapolis.— How 
many 
young 
men receive a straight salary equal to 
that of the president of the United 
States? 
There is one at least. 
Oscar 
B. Perry, of Bloomington, Ind., who, 
at his age, 30, receives $50,000 a year 
for his services. 
This young man is paid that much 
for his brains, and it is not an exces­ 
sive salary from the standpoint of the 
corporation which employs him. 
The 
investment 
of $50,000 a 
year 
has 
brought returns approaching the mil­ 
lions. 
It is a remarkable story of aa 
Indiana boy who made the best of his 
talents and his 
opportunities, 
who 
made a college education count tor 
all that it was possible ti* get out of 
it, and who now holds a position that 
few men of his age seldom 
attain. 
And he has been out of college but 
ten years, having graduated at the 
age of 20. 
Mr. Perry, an expert min­ 
ing engineer, is general manager of 
some half dozen of the Guggenheim 
mining enterprises of Colorado, Cali­ 
fornia, Canada and Alaska, the com­ 
bined capitalization of which repre­ 
sents many millions. 
He has 
been 
with 
the 
Guggenheims 
about 
four 
years, his selection for the important 
position he now holds having been 
made bv John Hays Hammond, long 
the right hand man of Cecil Rhodes 
in South Africa and recognised as one 
of the foremost mining exports of the 
world. 
His attention was attracted to 
Mr. Perry several years ago. 
After graduation from Indiana uni­ 
versity at Bloomington from the de 
partment of physics in 1x97 Mr. Perry 
took a year's graduate work at the in 
siltation, then entered the school of 
mines of Columbia university, from 
which he took the E. 
M. degree 
in 
1900. 
Soon after, in company with

rival there accomplished results un­ 
beard cd before in so short a period.

he spends lits winters filing his re­ 
ports, consulting with other engineers

Perhaps this story of the appropri­ 
ation of millions for new engines of 
war would not look well or harmonize 
with tin account of the latest discus­ 
sions of the International Peace T ri­ 
bunal. hut nevertheless it makes in­ 
teresting reading matter, for it is a 
fact 
that 
the 
last 
congress 
voted 
$3,000,000 for the purchase of subma­ 
rine boats, and it is also a fact that in 
spite of the many adverse criticisms 
on this freak of the navy, this nation. 
as well as other world powers, are 
steadily developing this under-the-sea 
terror, and are gradually collecting 
quite ti fleet of them. 
It seems no longer to he a question 
as to 
w h e t h e r submarines shall bf* 
Inuit, but rather which of the several 
types of boats which have been pro­ 
duced is the b * - i and the most worthy 
to he used as a pa1 tern to follow in 
building th* se which will be purcba: 
en with the thro ■ million dollars of 
the people's money. 
Submarines have 
undoubtedly ( ’.pained a big and de­ 
finite place in the general scheme of 
defence in th** United States. 
They 
are recognized as an important factor 
iii naval warfare. so that a new type 
of boat called t h e Octopus, built by 
the Eh .‘trie Boat company. possesses 
a peculiar interest. 
For the Octopus 
is regarded by many experts tis Hie 
highest type yet attained rn this style 
of naval weapon. 
They call her the 
last 
word 
among 
the 
deadly 
sub­ 
merged craft which are built to steal 
upon and destroy tin* battleship of the 
enemy. 
There are scores of reasons, says 
its inventor, for calling the Octopus 
the greatest of all submarine craft. 
She is the biggest, to begin with. W ith 
a length of 105 f< >t. she makes the 
early type of submarine look like a 
toy. In spite of her greatly superior 
bulk she is more easily bandied and 
guided than tho smaller craft. 
Her size and capacity are consid­ 
ered as confidential by the navy de­ 
partment. the only figures given out 
so far being that her length is 105 
feet and displace merit about 300 tons. 
Unofficial timing when running over 
the trial course shows here to have a 
speed of about 12 knots on the surface 
and nine knots submerged. 
What would be the part such a ves­ 
sel would play in a naval w ar? 
She could sink beneath the surface 
of the sea, and completely out of sight 
of any possible enemy, travel any de­ 
sired distance, rise to the surface so 
that only the top of the periscope 
would be showing, and launch a tor­ 
pedo at an opposing battleship. Then 
down she could go again. 
And if the 
torpedo st nick home, down the battle 
sill ip 
would 
go, also, never 
to 
rise 
again. 
These torpe ices give th#’ ordinary 
individual an uncanny feeling, even to 
think of them. 
At ti speed of 33 knots 
an hour, six feet below the surface of 
the water, so as to strike a warship 
below the armor belt, a tor} * lo hums 
along, having a trail of foam, 16 feet 
eight inches of menacing power (h iv­ 
ing straight from the goal. 
In tho* war 
bead of tin* torpedo are from 250 to 
SOO pounds of gun cotton, enough to 
sink the strongest vessel afloat, or to 
blow up a town, and at the extreme 
ti}) of tin* rushing monster is a war 
nose, an extremely sensitive “ cap” 
that causes the torpedo to explode 
when it strikes an object. 
A subma­ 
rine can stand off a distance of three­ 
quarters of a mile from a warship and 
launch a torpedo that will reach its 
destined ion.

If the Octopus made a hit with each 
of her torpedoes, her part in a naval 
engagement would bt* the utter de­ 
struction of four battleships, not a bad 
achievement for a boat which is only 


165 feet in length, natl which, even 
upon the surface, can hardly be seen 
at all. 
Only four feet of the Octopus 
shows above tho surface when she is 
lying exposed to view. 
She has a small conning tower and 
a periscope that lists like a flagpole 
above the water when the Octopus is 
moving submerged at her usual depth. 
This periscope enables the crew of the 
submarine to see what is upon the 
surface of the sea, even while they are 
16 or 2i> feet below, and ais ) enables 
the pilot to get direction on objects, 
just as the compass will guide him for 
general direction. 
It is composed of a

soon as a submarine is submerge*! 
she cannot bo hit. even when the top 
of her conning tower is showing, for 
the conning tower itself is six feet 
high on the Octopus. 
About tho only thing that a warship 
can do, in fact, when attacked by a 
submarine, is to turn tail and run. E v ­ 
ery modern warship possesses greater 
speed 
than the submarine, so that 
should the larger vessel observe the 
approach in time, she could keep out 
of reach, for the submarine must get 
within a distance of three-quarters of 
a mile or half a mile before she can 
launch her torpedo. But then, the sub­ 
marine can sink, travel for miles be­ 
low the surface and thus get close to 
her quarry without being seen. 
Under cover of night this method of 
attack is particularly easy. 
The huge 
bulk of the warship makes a glaring 
target, and no net was ever invented 
that would withst md a torpedo at­ 
tack. 
Tin* torpedo net has been abol­ 
ished in all the most modern warships 
as practically useless.
